THE 

METHOD  of  ELECTION. 


ELECTIONS  are  made  by  Ballot:  Two 
Scrutineers  are  nominated,  and  chofen  by 
the  Majority  of  Hands  prefent,  before  the  Bal¬ 
lot  begins,  which  is  at  Eleven  o’Clock  in  the 
Forenoon  ;  and  at  Two  in  the  Afternoon  the 
Ballot  fhall  be  clofed. 

When  any  Governor  offers  to  vote,  his  Name 
is  mark’d  in  the  Lift  of  Governors,  by  the  Se¬ 
cretary  ;  and  he  is  to  deliver  the  Lift  of  the 
Nances  of  the  Perfons  he  votes  for,  to  the  Per- 
fon  who  prefides,  who  fhall  immediately  put  it 
into  a  proper  Glafs. 

The  Prefident ,  Six  Vice-Prefidents ,  and  the 
tfreafurer,  are  firft  chofen;  and  they  are  al¬ 
ways  of  the  General  Committee, 

When  they  are  chofen,  fifty-four  other  of 
the  Governors  are  elected ;  who  with  them  con- 
ftitute  the  General  Committee,  for  managing 
and  tranfa&ing  the  Affairs  of  the  Hofpital  the 
Year  enfuing,  and  tilt  others  fhall  be  chofen  in 
their  Room. 

In  the  Election,  every  Lift  containing  the 
Names  of  more  than  two  Thirds  of  the  Perfons 
which  were  eie<5fed  the  preceding  Year,  fhall 
be  totally  rejected. 

All  Difputes  concerning  the  Ele&ion  of  this 
Committee  are  determined  by  the  Majority  of 
the  Governors  prefent. 

When  the  General  Committee  is  chofen,  the 
Secretary,  Preacher ,  Reader ,  and  Organi/l,  are  alfo 
chofen  by  Ballot, 
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At  the  HOSPITAL  for  the  Maintenance  and  Edu¬ 
cation  of  Expofed  and  Dejerted  Young  Children, 
in  Lamb’s-Conduit-Fields.
